Dissoltttioii. 

The iroBts have found out that noth- 
ing pays as well as "dissolution." 

Following a decree of the Supreme 
Court ordering the Stamiard Oil trust 
to dissolve, the value of that inonop 
oly's stock went skyward. The court 
decree, vvithuut changiiig the trLsc in 
any ^ay, except in the matter of ad- 
mi nil tratioo. amountsd prsctisll]^ to 
govrenment guarantee to violate the 
laws, after the decree was issued the 
trust mansgere discovered tliat be mon- 
opoly stood in no further danger of 
government prosecution, and as this 
danger has always been the ebief men- 
ace of the trust, it was a great boon 
to have it removed. Accordingly the 
value of the trust shares j^rose rapidly. 
As a result, other trusts have begun 
to "dirsolve." , The beef trust has an- 
nounced a "dissolution" plan, so that 
it. too, may conform to the Supreme 
Court definition of a law-sbiding^trust. 
The powder trust did likewise, the de- 
cree in its case being written by the 
tnits's own lawyers, sod later spprov- 
ed by the Federal Court of Delaware. 
Netx to'a high taritf. "dissolution" is 
the best thing that ever haiypened to 
the trusts. ^ 

Work of Trusts. 

In the city of Lawrence, Mass.. 
where the highly fprotecttd woolen 
mills hold forth ; where boys and sirls 
work tor S2. $3 and $4 a week, and 
fathers and mothers work long hours 
for .^f) and $7 a week lor full .time, 
47 out of every lUO deaths are those of 
children un.ler the age of 5 years. And 
of these 47 children, under 1 year 
of age^! The doctors declare the big 
majority of these children perish be- 
cause their mothers labor such long 
hours, under such unsanitary condi- 
tions ia the woolens mills. 

But mark the percentag^e of child 
death in Lawrence particularly : forty- 
seven out of every. 100 persons . that 
die in Lawrence are children under 5 
years of age. Now compare this with 
Seattle, Wash., There, out of every 
100 persons who die, but 19 are chil- 
dren under 5 years of age. 

The average of the whole country is 
2i children under 5 years of age in- 
stead of 47 as in Lawrence, and for 
the whole couutry ID out of every 10(» 
deaths are of children under 1 year of 
age, instead of 95 ssjn Lawrence. 

In Fall River, Mass., where the 
weoi#n trustsjialso operates, 50 out of 
every 100 persons tbst die, are chii 
dren under 5 years. At New Bed- 
ford. Mass.. another woolen mill town. 
46 out.of^every 100 persons that {die. 
are under S hears, av:d the great ma- 
\ joriiy of the Ai) are babies, 
I The people who work in the woolen 
milifi are "oroteeted". That is the 
multi-millioriar woolen trust magnates 
who cume to Washington for exce^^JJ 
Five Drotectincn, say that the eole rea- 
son they desire tatiff rates which give^ 
them a moncu ly on American mar- 
kets and permit them to charge double 
the value on woolen clothing, is that 
they are "protecting" their employees 
In addition to making this plea, the 
trust magnates, of eonrse, mskelibersl 
contributions of money to the cam- 
paign funds of the party of protec- 
tion. The reenlt is soeh bills as Sche- 
dule K of the Payne-Aldrich law. 

Here is a plain question for the 
American people to ask themselves: 
VVby shoula they longer permit a com- 
parative handful^ of i millionaires to 
force tiiem to pay exorbitant prices 
for every article of woolen clothin.g 
they wear, on the pretext of those rich 
men'that they are "protecting" their 
employees, when these employees are 
not onlv being protected h:it are be- 
ing paid such low wagei L ut t! cy aie 
practically comoelled to live liku taL- 
tle? 



Clean Campaign >Fiuid« 

The New York World says: "The 

check for^ $1,000 which William J. 
Brvan sent to the Democrfiiic Mational* 
Goiiimittee is >aid to be the largest 
single contriDution yet received. If 
this is true, even if at the end of the 
campaign it should be still true dem- 
ocracy might be proud of the record. 
A great deal of money *is needed for 
the legitimate ttss of a campaign, 
but il is clean money when it comss 
in sume'of moderate sizes from many 
persons interested in the triumph of a 
political theory or principle. It is 
dirty money when ti comes from sn in- 
surance company without knowledge or 
consent of its policy holders; or from 
a Harriman expecting to edit a presi- 
dent's message ; or from the Morgan 
interests which are sO friendly ^with us ; 
from a eoroporation that is trying to 
buy priveiiges, or even from a harm- 
less millioniare who merely seeks to 
make his eooiitry ridiealoos as an am* 
bassador abroad. No fear that the 
people will net support a people's cam- 
paign saffieientiy foifproper purposes. 
No greater and no othsr support is 
necessary."

In an Awakening Addrsee Delivered 

by Harry A. Sommersi, of the Eliza- 
bethtown News Before the Ken- 
tucky Educational Associ.atlon, the 
People of the Commonwsalth Were 
Forcibly Reminded of a Duty Long 
Neglected. 

At a recent meeting of the Ken- 
tudcy Educational associatloB at 
Louisville, Harry A. Sommers of the 
Elizabethtown News charged that the 
educated people of the conmionirealtli 
are chiefly responsible for the unedu- 
cated and that Kentucky haa been 
asleep for fifty years on the poblic 
school situation. 

Mr. Sommers spoke in part as fol- 
lows on ihe subject of "The Press and 
the PnbHc School": 

T charge that the educated of the 
commonwealth are chiefly responsible 
for the uneducated, that the learnel 
are reapoai&ibie for the illiterate. We 
have been given teleal iHMidi we have 




buried Instead of using for our more 
unfortunate fellow man. We have 

marvelous opporunities, but we have 
not realized or accepted the respon- 
sibilities which , go with the oppor- 
tunity. 

Kentucky, the first state in the 

South to establish free schools, has 
been asleep for nearly fifty years on 
public school education and now 
wakes to find herself lagging in the 
rear of most of her sister states in 
this important matter. We wore 
asleep when we allowed our rural 



for laws without pnUle seaHnMH»t will 
not solve our problem. #0 nded a 

public sentimrat which will impress 
the fact that a greater obligation rests 
upon the parents to educate their 
children than upoa tbe state, and that 
they ought to be wUHng to pay more 
for It than the state. 

That the best v;ay to create a local 
Interest In the local school Is a local 
tax and as proof of this, it shoiild be 
shown that all the best sdioOIs have 
a local tax and aU the inirst schools 
are wnthout it. 

That the dipt'-ict trustee should be 
as much interested in the teacher 
and his teaching as the teacher is in 
his school. That the school house 
should be as good and as attractive 
as any home in the district. 

That v.-hon we know under the new 
school census where the illiterate chil- 
dren live, it will become the duty of 
the people of that district to see that 
these children are sent to school and 
provide clothing and / shoes if the 
parents are too poor to provide thera. 

That the teacher ahould be more 
eommended for what he 1m aiMe to ac- 
complish and less crMdsed for i^t 
he is unable to do. 

That moonlight schools for the 
adults will pay better than moonahine 
stills. 

That the oflloe of eomity school 
superintendent is the most important 
in the country. 

That it is more important to edu- 
cate all the people some, thaa a few 
of the peopto a grsal deal. 

That we do not need to teach dead 
languages In a live country except 
within the walls of a university. 

That those things which will be of 
most value to a boy and girl aftsr 
they leavia oehoel ahooM he the thtegs 
which shoaM be taught first and best 

That the children's minds should 
not be puztled over Greek roots when 
they do not know the difference be*

Men and 
women who will give their time and 
talent and means to create a better 
sentiment for the rural achools, and 
we must look to the press. 

The newspaper and the public 
schools are the two greatest forces 
at work in this country for both prog- 
ress and enlightenment.

WTiile 
we were ignorant and indifferent to 
the ^k of advancement in our achoo's 
we were nevertheless responsible, but 
■OW that we are fully aware of our 
unfortunate condition we are doubly 
responsible if we do not respond to it. 

The precious Jewels of the common' 
wealth are Its children. The future 
of the state depends upon them and 
they depend on us. Are we going 
to polish them with an education to 
fit them for life's duties and obliga- 
tions and citizenship, or are we going 
to allow them to grow up in igncsranee 
to become paupers and criminals? It 
Is a burning question which appeals 
to manhood, which appeals to intelli- 
gence, which appeals tf5 our hearts. 
Have we heard the cry '^ Ilich comes 
from the mountains and from the 
isolated sections all over Kentucky? 
I, for one, have heard it. It has been 
ringing in my ears for ten years or 
more and neither my pen nor voice 
shall become silent in answering it 
until eveir educated man and woomui 
in the state realises our needs and 
recognizes the responslbllititw. As 
the aged Hamalcar in his camp fires 
swore the infant Hannibal to eternal 
hatred for Rome, so I would swear 
you now by the intelligence whi^ 
beams in your eyes, by the enthusi- 
asm which runs in your veins and by 
the love which is in your hearts, to 
swear an eternal hatred for ignorance 
and illiteracy until we have wiped It 
from. our bcM^ers. 

What we need in Kentucky is pob- 
lic sentiment for the public sohocds. 



Etate would give half the thought and 
half the space to education that it does 
to politics the schooKs would be revo- 
lutionized in less than a decade. The 
press mmt first be made inteiaatad in 
this great question, then it must be 
educated to the needs of the s<£ools, 
then shown how the needs may be 
supplied. The editor and the school 
teacher must be brought within closer 
touch with each other. This should 
be done through this organlsatfon. 

Mind you. I am not talking about 
a movement through the press for the 
benefit of the teachers, but a move- 
ment for the bepeflt of the people. The 
school mast be nada fha haportaat 
tl:!ng and not the school teachmr. The 
children's interest must be put In the 
forefront as the battle cry through 
the press for their welfare, and the 
welfare of the state. All great enter- 
prises get before the public with the 
news bureau and there Is no enter- 
prise as great as the education of the 
masses. Most enterprises pay for pub" 
lidty, but this Is one of which the 
newspapers will require no pay. It 
takes real newspaper talent to con- 
duct, any kind of publicity bureau. It 
requires the talent of first interesting 
the reader with what it tells, next 
it must do more than interest it. 
It should got the reader In sympathy 
with the story, then it must so take 
hold of him that he wants a part In It. 
There should be .selected a most cai> 
able man or woman with proper news- 
paper instinct to send a column once 
a week to overy newspaper in Ken- 
tucky of snch Uve public school mat- 
ter that the editor will be glad to give 
It space. Tte Information should be 
gathered from the various schools all 
over the state by the teachers and 
sent to the head of their boreaa. It 
should be facts and not arguments. 
The facts can be so written that they 
will carry their own argument and 
also carry convictions. Such an edu- 
cational press bureau established in 
this dty or Frankfort could and would 
arouse more interest and create more 
public sentiment for the rural schools 
than any otlier one thing could do, 
because every week it would have a 
thousand times as large an audience 
as this bulldh&g wiU hold. With the 
press willing to help, I do hope that 
such an opportunity will not be al- 
lowed to escape.

1 sity college, London, Professor Flind- 
I ers Petrie has placed on exhibition 
j 3ome remarkably interesting antiqui- 
ties unearthed at Tarkhan, Heliopolis 
and Memphis under the auspices of 
li e British School of Archaeology in 
Egypt. 

The great cemetery of Tarkhan. 
which occupied a mile of desert 40 

miles south of Cairo and which dates 
from the earliest historic age until the 
race of the pyramid builders, has 
proved to b% OTfaodlngly prolific in 
antiquities. 

What haa struck Professor Petrie Is 
the extraordinary preservation of the 
woodwork and clothing unearthed from 
these plaeaa of tetanaMU oC long 
ago. 

A great sheet of linen which is 
placed oa. ezhibiUon ia aa fresh and 
as firm as when -cut from the original 
length — and it is some 6,000 years old. 
So, likewise, with the woodwork, 
which, in but few instances, shows 
signs of decay. Here are boxes that 
serve their pmrpoae aa fuaaral caskets, 
built of planks of acacia and shittim 
wood, and as firm and secure aa when 
lowered into the boaon o( tha aarth in 
dim antiquity.

How Hot Is Lava? 
To ascertain the temperature of 
lava as it is emitted from a volcano 

has haffled many scientists. The 
Roman academy has just published 
the results of the investigations made 
by Giovani Platania during the erup- 
tion of Etna last year. 

The eruption began September 10 
and the scientist was unable to ap- 
j preach the mountain for ten days, 
! when one crater was still in action, 
j He camped at near as he could to 
this crater, close to a stream of lava 
I flowing about a yard a second. 

I'sing the new "telescope pyro- 
' meter," he got temperatures for the 
surface o! the lava flow of all the 
I way from 1,040 to 1,420 degrees. 
I A second series of observations, 
{ taken at a distance of a dozen feet, 
! gave figures as high as 1,500 degrees. 
: The estimates are that the incan- 
, descent lava, as it comes directly 
\ from the crater, has a tempwature 
not less than 2,200 degrees.
